It  is  also  to  1)'.^  noted  that  the  mtiiv  mountain  section  on  the  Canadian 
I'acilir  Railway  is  cmhraced  within  a  distance  ol'  about  uiKi  miles,  whcrt-as 
that  of  the  Union  racilic  covers  a  distance  of  1:2dO  miles,  and  al  a  much  hisi'lu-r 
elevation.  Ample  provision  lias  been  made  against  trouble  I'rom  ,suow  on  the 
Prairie  .section,  bv  makinii'  the  road-bed  suiUoiently  hiffh  lo  almost  entirely 
avoid  cuttings.

The  uivater  portion  ol' the  road  south  ami  east  ol'  Lake  Nipissini-;  tnivvr.ses 
an  old  and  well  developed  country,  commandiiii:'  I  he  immense  lumber  trailii-  of 
the  upper  Ottawa  Valley. 

l'"rom  Callander  westwards,  and  llirou^'hout  the  whole  ol' the  Lake  Superior 
section,  the  road  runs  through  forests  of  valual)le  timber,  which  will  furnish 
fut'l.  and  lumb(>r  for  building  pnrposes  to  settlers  in  the  i)rairie  section:  and 
passes    ihroutih    uiovt    valuable    mineral    lands,  abounding    in    sihcr.   iron   and 

copper  (>re. 

The  soil  miles  of  road  we-»t  ol'  ihe  lied  liiver  runs  through  om-  of 
the  linesl  agriiullural  countries  in  the  world,  the  settlement  of  which  has  been 
hitherto  impeded  by  the  want  of  railway  facilities,  but  is  now  nniking  rapid 
jn-ogrcss.  it  is  e.stimated  that  2(>,000  immigrants  have  arrived  in  the  ^orth- 
West  durini!'  the  i)ast  season.  The  country  is  a  gently  umlu.,itinu-  i)rairie,  well 
watered  throughout.  Wood  is  i)K'ntilul  aloiui-  the  streams,  and  the  soil  is 
uni'brmly  dtu'p  aiul  rich,  and  fully  e(jual  to  the  best  agricultural  lands  in  any 
l)art  of  the  Tnited  States.  I'raelical  farmers  reckon  a  moderate  average  ci'o]) 
at  28  bushels  wheal.  4!'  barley,  and  oG  oats  i)er  acre.  The  wheat  commoniy 
grown,  and  known  as  -^No.  1  hard,"  commands  a  higher  price  than  the  ordinary 
quality  of  wheat.  The  soil  is  also  exceptionally  favorable  to  the  lirowth  of 
l)otatocs,  turnips,  etc. 

Independent  teslim(my  lo  the  agricultural  capacity  of  the  country  will  be 
Ibund  in  the  reports  of  ihe  tenant  farmers  from  the  Old  Country  who  visited  the 
North- West  two  years  au'o,  as  well  as  in  th'  letters  of  the  S])ecial  Correspondents 
who  accominuiied  the  Ciovernor-Oeneral  of  Canada  on  his  recent  Western  tour. 

Th(>  mean  annual  temi)erature  of  Winnipeg  does  not  dill'er  materially  from 
ihat   of  Chicago,  St.  Paul  or  Montreal,  and  the  air  is  pure  and  dry. 

On  the  Western  Section  of  the  line,  that  part  between  the  Rocky  an<l  Cas<'ade 
Mouidaiiis  has  not  been  thoroughly  explored,  but  coal  is  known  to  exist  there, 
ami  the  mountains  may  be  found  rich  m  gold  and  other  precious  metals. 

On  the  Pacilic  Slope,  immense  forests  of  valuable  timher  and  extensive  coal 
lields  are  known  to  exist.
